Mhery Gardens in e Old World

The Zoologioal Garden in Regenv's Park,
London, i& a fine imstitution, thongh little
to be compared with the great Masenm of
Paris. Another  excellent  jnstitation,
thovgh exclasively botanical avnd lor-
ticultural, is the Royal Gardens, at
Kew, of which Bir W. J. Xooker is
director. lm a recent report on the condition
of the garden, this gentlewau notes the fact
that, Litnongh the great mase of ita visitors
vigit It for purposes of recreation, still a large
percentage have mo other aim than scientifiy
and botaunical study; while maoy more maka
use of it for drawinge of rare spevies to be in-
trodueed into landscapes; & muliitude more
to copy novel or EWNKIDg Vegeiabls produc-
tiops; and a small percentage for designs to
be reproduced in mavufactured goods, In
fact, one can scarcely enter an Kaglish gallery
of art without a recogoition in soma of ita
paintings of trees, shrubs, or rare plants
in the institation at Kew, and thsa
game i8 true to a large extent of Knglish wax-

while profes-
sional gardeners estesm it & great privilegs to
be permitted to paes & couple of years in com-
pleting thelr education in conuection with the
institution.

In the ocontinental cities of Amsterdam,
Ghent, Aptwerp, and DBrusszels, zoologival
gardens have also bLeen fonunded, aund are
gupported and conducted by zoological socle-
tire, Tha Avtwerp Garden was toandsd in
1543, with a eapital on the part of the Zoolog-
feal Soolety of 20,000, devoted to the asquir-
ing of land and the erection of suitable build-
inge. The anpusl expenses are mow aboat
§20,000, which are met by an admission fee of
ous frang, by the sale of exotic blrds and
animals reared fIn the imstitution, by an
entrance fee of membership of 20 franos, and
by an anpual levy on the membera of 25 francs
& year, The capital of the Ghent Garden,
founded in a similar waoner, originally bat
§60,000, has been recentiy enlarged to $00,000,
The grounds comprise 13 aores; shareholders
number abount 4000; anuuoal ivcome 8 mow
abont $£15,000; apnnal expenses are abont
$10,000. In Brussels the grounds have been
neltl{ planted, 50 a3 to conoeal the oages
mostly by overbanging vegatation,

Altogether, these institutions offer a type
uvknown to France. Founded by subsorip-
tion, they owe nothing to the BState, and
derive their resouroes altogether from their
